In the present patent, claim 7, column 32, line 31 reads "and a challenge message 
response for a home domain" as shown, for example, in the Amendment Under 37 CFR § 1.111 
filed January 22, 2009. 

However, the Letters Patent which issued on September 22, 2009, incorrectly reads claim 
7, column 32, line 31 as "and challenge message response for a home domain," 

Also, in the present patent, the first non-patent literature document listed under the "Other 
Documents" heading on the second title page in the continuation of section (56) reads "3GPP 
TR22.934 VI .0.0 (Feb. 2002)" as cited in the Information Disclosure Statement filed April 7, 
2005 and considered June 3, 2009. 

However, the Letters Patent which issued on September 22, 2009, incorrectly lists the 
first non-patent literature document listed under the "Other Documents" heading on the second 
title page in the continuation of section (56) as "3GPP TR22.934 VI. 1 . 1 (Feb. 2002)." 

It is submitted that issuance of a Certificate of Correction is warranted under 37 CFR 
1 .322 and MPEP 1480 in that the above-noted error is consequential, is not of a minor 
typographical nature, and is not readily apparent to one skilled in the art.
